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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC§102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Turner 
(4,748,744). 

Turner discloses the invention (Fig. l-9c) including: 

• Claim 1 ; a nibbler tool having a housing 12, a die cutting head 27, a punch type 
blade 33 a control bore 40, a centrally disposed means (see Fig. 5), a blade 
holding block 41, positioning means 30 and a die cutting head inner end 28. 

• Claim 2; the die cutting head inner end is cylindrical shaped and adapted to rotate 
(see Fig. 9A-B). 

• Claim 3; an inwardly directed groove 29. 

• Claim 4; a setscrew 30 and a secondary housing bore 3 1 . 

• Claim 5; an intermediate surface with a hand grippable high friction surface (the 
surface of the die 27, see Fig. 9c). 

3. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Turner (4,748,744). 
Turner discloses the method of cutting fixed position sheet material with a nibbler tool 

including the step of placing the positioning means in a first intermediate position wherein 
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relative rotation between the die cutting head and housing is permitted and thereafter hand 
supporting and moving said tool while in an active cutting operational mode in a cutting path 
(see Fig. 5 and 9A-C, and col 4, lines 42-43).
